For no Man can 
e the French with any want of Induftry, And 
id not the diligent Flemings, when we ftop’d 
portation of our Wooll to them, fupply them- 
‘om France, which they would have done at 
rice, rather than have loft their whole Trade, 
y did,and as I have obferv’d already ? Secondly, 
French had not this Wooll always, when did it 
‘to them, by what means, and from what 
try? And, Laffly, How comes it to pafs that 
yer hear’d of it before? Surely the Peace has 
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not brought it to them 3 there ere no Jacobite Sheep | 
gone to France that ever I hear’d of. 

It is moft certain, that the French from the be- 
ginning, and efpecially for 2 Hundred Years palt, 
have- endeavoured ‘to Encourage Woollen Manufa- 
Gures-among themfelves as much as poflible ; and 
who can blame them? And.it was on this Account 
that (1.) They ufed fo many ways to get Wooll from 
us formerly, without which they knew it was ime 
poflible: And, (2.) Laid fuch high Duties and Pro- — 
hibitions upon our Manufa@ures, as very mur lef- 
fen’d the Trade from us ‘to them: But this laft Pra- 
&ice was particularly occafion’d by the Progrefs of 
the fr; J mean by their getting fo great a quanti- 
ty of eur Wooll ; which I have been told, was if- 
deed fo great, that in the latter end of the Reign 
of King Charles II. and inthe Reign of K. James It. 
they boafted in France of having 167000 -Packs of 
Wooll from Britain and Ireland in one Year, Ha- 
ving fuch an immenfe Supply, and depending upon 
its Continuance, it is no wonder if they fell into: 
Manufa@ures, and difcouraged the Importation of 
our Goods. This-vaft Bxportation of our Wooll was 
convey’d by the three Methods of which I fpoke be- 
fore ; (viz.) Clandeftine Trade from Hence, Ditto 
from Jreland, and an open free Trade with Scot- 
land. y 
Were thefe three ways equally Praéticable now, 
the French would not be wanting to themfelves to 
improve in our Manufactures 5 and it is eafie to 

rove, That altho’ they have too much of oN 

coll ftill carried out to them; yet the ways of s 
ing it are not fo many as before; for Scotland i‘ ef- 
fectually ftop’d, and the Rumney-Marfh Trade 1s 
yendred much more difficult than formerly ; what 
they do in Jreland 1 cannot fay, I with care were 
taken on that fide. : 

But to bring this down to our Cafe, even when 
the French had this vaft quantity of Wool ne oy 
altho’ they did make a great quantity ef Goo .
